SUPERIOR CourRT.—Court met yester- 
day at 10 a. m. The following cases 
were taken up: 


State and Harriet Montague vs. Stan- 
ford Montague; defendant recognized 
to June term in a bond ot $200 and also 
to keep the peace. 

State vs. Geo. Brown, larceny ; verdict 
not guilty. 

State vs. Geo. Allen, Ransom Avery 
and Col Smith; defendants recognized 
to June term in a bond of $200 each. 

State vs. Rachael Whitaker, arson. 
This case is a capital one and excited 4 
good deal of interest, The following 
extract from the of the 
2nd inst., gives the history of the case 
according to the evidence taken betore 
the committing magistrate : 

“Rachel Whitaker, col , was arraigned 
yesterday afternoon before D. A. Wick- 
er, J. P., on the charge of setting fire to, 
the house of one Richard Wood, col., 
who lives near the Rock Quarry. It 
seems that Richard was aroused from 
his slumbers early yesterday morning, 
about the hour of 4, by the roar of 
flames near his bed. Jumping up and 
running out, he found the ena of his 
house near the chimney, on fire, and 
saw and recognized Rachel as she was 
retreating from the spot. She had 
brought a lot of kindling wood and 
piling it against the end of the house 
set fire toit. Richard succeded in ex- 
tinguishing the flam.s after a consider- 
able hoie had been burnt in the end of 
his house. The day previous, Wood 
had come upon Rachel just as she had 
taken the liberty of drawing the staple 
which fastened the padlock to the door 
of his house, preparatory to entering 
and helping herself, and had caused her 
arrest, but she was discharged for some 
lack of evidence, and this attempt at 
arson was to Srevenge herself. Squire 
Wicker sent Rachel to jail, as the 
offence is not a bailable one.” 

Messrs. Wm. W. Jones and W. H. 
Pace appeared for the detence and So- 
licitor Coxand F. H. Bnsbee prosecu 
ted on behalf the State. At this hour 
(5‘p. m.) the jury has returned no 
verdict. 

P. S. Since the above was written 
the jury returned a verdict of not 
guilty. 


CoMPLETION OF THE Laws.—The 
publication uf the laws passed by the 
present General Assembly at its recent 


session, has been completed. This em- 
braces the private as well as the public 
laws, together with the resolutions. The 
work hus been done within the pre- 
scribed forty days, and executed, we 
trust, in a manner that will give satis— 
faction to the public. Weare sure that 
in saying that the work has been done 
more speedily than - for a number of 
years past, we claim nothing more than 
what is our due.

THe ELECTION IN WAKE CoUNTY ON 
THE 24TH oF APRIL.—We hear frequent 
inquiries as to the object and effect of 
the election on the 24th inst., and pub- 
lish the tollowing briet statement for 
the information of the public: 


The Constitution, Article IX, Section 
8, provides that “each county of the 
State shall be divided into a convenicnt 
number of districts, in which one or 
more public schools shall be maintained 
at least four months in every year; and 
if the county commissioners of any 
county shall fail to comply with the 
aforesaid requirements ot this section, 
they shall be liable to indictment.” 

To carry out this provision the last 
Legislature in the schocl hill enacted— 

* Section 37. In addition to the State 
and county capitation taxes appropria- 
ted by the Constitution and other reve- 
pues heretofore provided by law for the 
support of public schools, there shall 


| be levied and collected every year for 


the support and maintenance of public 
schools, eight and one-third cents on 
every hundred dollars’ worth of prop- 
erty an‘ credits in the State and twen- 
ty-five cents on every poll in addition to 
taxes in the revenue law. 

“Src. 24. If the tax levied in this 
act for the support of the public schools 
shall be insuflicient to maiotain one or 
more schools in each township for the 
period of four months, then the county 
commissioners of each county may levy 
annually a special tax tosupply the 
deficiency for the support, and mainte- 
nance of said schools for the period of 
four months. The said tax shall be col- 
lected by the sheriff in money, and he 
shall be subject to the same liabilities 
tor the collection ane accounting for 
said tax as he isor may be by law in 
regard to other county taxes. ‘the said 
tax shall be levied on all property, 
credits and pollsof t!:e couoty, and in 
tue assessment of the amount upon each, 
the commissioners’ sball observe 
and the fund thus raised shall be appro- 
priated in the county in which it is col- 
lected as provided 1n section thirty-one 
of this act: Provided, That the ques- 
tion of the levy and collection of said 
tax sba!l have first been submitted to 
the vote of the qualfiied voters of the 
county atar eicction to be held at the 
different election precints of the county, 
under rules and regulations to be fixed 
by the commissioners and contorming 
as near as may be to the rules and regu- 
lutions for conducting other elections, 
except that no new registration need be 
made, but the registration books of the 
next preceding general election may be 
used. The penalties for illegal and 
traudulent voting shall be the same as 
provided in annual elections.” 

It is further provided in the said act, 
that of the funde so collected a part 
may be used to pay for balf the costs of 
repairing, building and furnishing 
school houses, and the whole cost of 
purehasing school house sites. 

The sources of the school fund, pro- 
vided by the State, are theretore, first, 
the share of the income of the petma- 
nent fund which the Treasurer of the, 
State may allot to this county. Second, 
Seventy-five per cent. of all taxes levied 
upon the poll, and three-eight and one 
third cents upon every one hundred 
dollars of property and credit. These 
amounts ars to be used for school pur- 
poses every year, whatever may be the 
vote of the county on the question to be 
submitted on the 24th of April. 

Now if these sources shall be sufficient 
to provide for schools in each school 
district for tour months in each year, 
pay for half the costs of building and 
repairing school bouses, and the whole 
cost of school house sites—then no 
other tax will be levied, however the 
people vote on the 24th of Apri. But 
if they are not sufficient in amount for 
all these purposes, and the people vote 
to levy a tux—then the county com- 
missioners must ashi to the assessment 
of the taxes a sum sufficient to make up 
the deficiency. 

If the people vote against the levy of 
a tax, then the only sources for schools 
purposes will be those mentioned above, 
provided by the State. 

So that those who vote for school 
tax, vote that the county commissioners 
shall add to the assessment a sum sufli- 
cent to supply the deficiency, if any 
exists—and those who vote against the 
school tax, vote to have no other funa 
for schuol purposes than that provided 
by the State,

WitmineTon, N. C., April 10th. 


To his Excellency Tod R. Caldwell, 
Gov. of the State of North Carolina: 


Str :—The attention of ‘the Chamber 
of Commerce having been called to a 
plan proposed for collecting, classifying, 
analyzing and describing the iron ores

and furnish you with full details of the 
proposed plan.

The variations in dress materials seem 
to be of little consequence compared 
with the colors and tints of prevailing 
colors. 

All the various metalic colors, rather 
than foilage and blossom colors, will 
prevail this year. 

Bronze browns, copper browns, silver 
greys, iron greys, |malachite greens, 
browns, Cairngorm yellow, etc.. prevail

THE WAR IN LOUISIANA—THE 
ADMINISTRATION RESPONSI 
BLE. 

On yesterday, in an editorial headed 
— Fruits of Radicalism—Anarchy io 
Louisiana,” we denounced the policy 
pursued py the Administration towards 
the people of that State, and referred 
to the prostrating effect upon their in- 
dustrial interests which the Kellogg- 
Pinchback anarchy was producing 
throughout the State. In the 
course of our comments we referred to 
the critical situation of affairs and the 


‘parties, and expressed the opinion that 
collisions were imminent in some of the 
parishes. 
 Scarcely had the ink dried upon the 
paper on which we wrote the editorial 
_aboye refefred to before our midnight 


pf came to hand—giving an 


account of a bloody fight between, the 
whites and biacks at Colfax, Grant par- 
ish, Louisiava, in which a large number 
of persons were killed. 
- From the telegrams, it seems that 
the negroes of Grant parish, to the 
nudiver of four hundred, organized 
themselves into an armed force, and 
took possession of the town of Colfax— 


the county seat ot Grant parish. They 


barricaded themsclves in the Court 
House, and were the complete masters 


__. of the situation until a number of white 


~*** Daring the night the mob were yell- 


men, Consisting of about one bundred 
and fifty, collected from the adjoining 
patishes, and resolved to attack the 
armed insurgents and drive them from 
their place of refuge. 

After severe fighting, the negroes dis- 
played a flag of truce from the Court 
House and as the whites advanced, a 
muiderous fire was unexpectedly opened 
‘upon them by the insurgents. Captain 
Hardnell was dangerously wounded,and 

the whites fell back inside of the breast- 
works, It was then resolved by them 
to fire the Court House as the only 
means by which the negroes could be 
dislodged. A number of. them were 
shot as they rusbed from tbe burning 
building. {vis reported that between 
eighty and a hundred were killed in this 
way. Several white men were wounded 
—but the particulars thus far received 
are not very detinite and we will proba- 
biy get full accounts of the casualties 
in ua day or two. 

In order to understand the cause of 
of this riotous and disgraceful occar- 
rence, Which has resulted so fatally to 
the colored men, it is necessary to reter 
to the disturbances which lmve been 
brewing in Grant parish for several 
days. | 
A degraded white Radical by the 
name of Calhoun, has been instrumental 
in stirring up strife between the two 
races. in his parish. Mean white men 
are generally at the bottom of all such 
rows as that which has recently dis- 
graced the towo of Colfax. Under the 
udvice of Calhoun and others, the ne- 
vroes determined that they would regu- 
late matters according to their own 
idea of law and justice, and being en- 
couraged and aided by a few despicable 
white men, they formed themselves into 
Vigilance committees and military or- 
ganizations. For the past two weeks, 

been committing outrages 
alter outrages upon their white fellow- 
citizens—by threats and violence driv- 
ing them out of Colfax—and then 
‘breaking open their houses and steal- 

ag their property. As they largely 

outnumbered the wiites, they met with 
but little opposition, and have carried 
oc_with such a high hand, that the 
town was nearly depopulated of white 
people when the bioody fight of Tues- 
day occurred. 

We copy trom a New Orleans paper 
of the 7th inst., the tollowing siate- 


ment of outrages—showing the lawless 
and atrocious Conduct of the negroes: 


“On Tuesday evening last Judge Rut- 
‘Jand, of Colfax, Grant parish, wae ac- 
costed by a large mob of armed negroes, 
headed by one Fiowers, a member of the 
Legislature, and the mob ordered Jugde 
Rutland to leave the parish of Grant. 
He was given fifteen minutes to- make 
his start, under the penalty of being 
killed it be refused to obey the order, 
The Judge quietly left within the 
time! given, and his wife and family 
followed him as soon as they could vet 
a smcil amount vf wearing apparel to.

The Marie Louise brought several 
families trom below Colfax to Alexan- 
dria, who were fleeing for safety. 

Upon particular inquiry we learned 
that there wasno contest for office in 
that parish, and the Republicans were 
peaceably and witiout dispute in the 
possession of the offices claimed by 
them.” | 


Atter reading this recital of crime 
and vivlence, the public will no lorger 
be astonished at the fatal consequences 
While 
their conduct is without excuse or 
palliation, and reprehensible in the 
highest degree for its fiendishness and 
atrocity, yet the white miscreants who 
have hounded them on in their work of 
terror aod lawlessness, are deserving of 
less mercy than their wicked agents. 

The public will hold President Grant’s 
Administration responsible for the de- 
plorable condition of affairs in Louis- 
iana. The policy which he has_ pur- 
sued there is bearing its legitimate fruits 
of bloodshed apd outrage. The support 
which the Government has accorded to 
the negro Pinchbick will embolden and 
license the commission of crimes and 
disorders, 
dent of the United States must be laid 
all the troubles that shall result trom 
the anarchy now prevailing in Louisiana. 


CUBA RESOLUTE. 

The Cuban patriots are much encour- 
aged by the troubles which environ the 
Spanish Republic. They will not be 
reconciled now except on the basis of 
Cuba’s independence.

RAIDING ON THE RANCHES. 


Duriog the summer of 1872 the Mo- 
docs, in their camp at the mouth of 
Lost river, iooked on the increased im- 
migration to their neighboravod with a 
good deal of jealousy. They knew as 
the country filed up they would be 
compelled to give way, and finally sub- 
mit to going on a reservation, In cup. 
sequence of this they became more 
troublesome. Iu their manner toward 
the new settlers they were particularly 
insoleut, generally treating them in x 
Manner which implied the most intense 
hatred.

The chiefs, Captain 
Jack and Scarfaced Charley, heard of 
his approach, and knowing what it 
meant, refused to meet him, and set his 
authority at defiance. 


MAJOR JACKSON’S MARCH.

SURROUNDING 


THE BAND IN THEIR 
CAMP. 


Jackson’s command accompanied by 
Ivan Applegate, a settler at Clear Lake, 
and James Brown, messenger of the In- 
dian Department, arrived at the Indian 
camp at the mouth of Lost river, They 
arrived there at eariy dawn, and quietly 
surrounded the camps on either side ot 
the river, Major Jackson tuking the side 
on which was located Captain Jack’s 
cabin, and Appleyate, with tea ofr 
twelve citizens, taking the other side, 
where about balf of the warriors had 
their huts. 


THE FIRST BATTLE, 


When all was ready the presence-of the 
military was made kpown, and Inst¢nt- 
ly the camp became a scene of contu- 
sion, lodians ran hither and thither, 
seized their guns and buidled together 
in a sullen manver, apparently ready tu 
flee at a moment’s noiice. “Major Javck- 
son askcd if any of tne Lodians spoke 
English. Scarfaced Charley came for 
ward, gunin hand, and said angrily 
that he did. Major Jackson then ex- 
plained to Charley the nature of the 
order from Washington, and requested 
the Modocs to go to the reservation 
quietly. Charley interpreted to Capt. 
Jack and the other indians, ali of whom 
shook their heads turaed their 
backs in token of unquatified retusal to 
obey the order. Waiie Major Jackson 
Was deliberating what to do, Sear- 
taccd Charley suddeniy seized his gun 
and fired at Lieutenant Boutelle, 
who stecd in of his men. 
This, of course, was the signal for bat- 
tle. Lieut. Bowteila promptly returned 
the fire, and the at once became 
general, ‘The oilicers and men stood 
theme vrousd well and tougut bravely, 
but they were largely outnumbered by 
the Indians, win iad also au advantage 
in ground, Wie tie battle was going 
on with the troops, Applegate and 
Brown, With the settlers on the oppcsite 
side of the river, took several guns away 
from the Indians on their side, but when 
the firing began the battle opeved here 
too. Three or four Indians were kilted 
and one citizen—John Thurbur, a set- 
tler, who hau joined the party. Major 
Jackson’s command suffered quite 
severely, one suldier being killed, ana 
four wounded—two of them mortally. 


FLIGHT OF THE REDS. 


Sceing that the Indians were too 
strong to be dislodged or subdued with 
the force at his command, Major Jack- 
son witidrew the troops to the other 
side of the river to care tor bis wounded. 
The Indians who had been fighting the 
Brown-Applegate party fled across the 
river, and joined their under Capt. 
Jack, and as Major Jackson had alreaiy 
crossed to join Brown and Applegate, 
the two Jorces eyed each other trom the 
opposite banks of the mver all night 
long. So tar the Indians had the best 
of it, but towards morning of the 20:h 
they deserted their camp, leaving their 
women aud children ac the mercy of 
the military, who at once crossed over 
and took them prisoners. 

THE BisOTHERTON MASSACRE. 

Oo the way they overtook William 
Brotherton and his two sons, aged re 
spectively eleven and twenty-two years. 
They had been in the woods for a load 
of fuel, and were then approaching the 
rancbe on their return, with two four 
horse teams. ‘The Indians, under com- 
mand of Scar taced Charley, at once 
stopped the teams, and shot down the 
elder Brotheciton as he sat on the wagon. 
The two boys tried to run, but were 
killed before they had gone fitty yards. 
~The Iodians then unhitched the eight 
horses, Mounted them, and started tor 
the house, where they doubiless intend- 
ed the murder of the rest of the Brotins 
ertou family —the mother and two young 
sons. Here they met the first check. 
The plucky woman, suspecting that 
something was wrong from the tact that 
they wero mounted on fer husband's 
horses, resolved to seil her life dearly. 
She had three rifles in the house. and 
putting one in the hands of each of ner 
sons, she locked the door and built a 
barricade behind the windows of sacks 
of ‘Then she waited the approach 
of the Iodians. They soon cume 
up and demanded aduittance.-— 
The brave woman’s unswer was a rifle 
bullet. which she sent crashing through 
the skull of one of the savages. The 
boys also began firing, and the Iudiang, 
tuking shelter in sume trees, returned 
the fire vigorously, but without doing 
any damage. ‘Tne woman and her two 
Sons kept up the battle. And it was 
bot long before another Indian was 
killed. For two days the daring 
woman kept watch, rifle in hand, 
but the Indians did not renew the a'- 
tack. She bad beaten them off, and 
kept them at such a distance that they 
couid not bnra the house. That night 
George Flock and party came and res- 
cued Mrs. Brotherton and children, car- 


rying them to the settlements. 
THE BEGINNING OF THE END. 


‘It was now mid-winter, and Captain 
Jack and his bivodthirsty band began 
raiding and marauding around. the 
neighborhood of the lava beds south of 
Tule or Rhett Lake. Tne outrages on 
the sertlers.became so frequent that the 
troops were called on to exert all their 
energies to capture the lawless band. 
Bur all the efforts of the soldiers proved 
fatite, Jack and his men took to the |

On Thanksviving Day, 1872, Major, 


fought, and resuitipg in the repulse otf 
the troops. The last attack was made 
by Col. Gillem, commanding a force of 
three hundred men, some six weeks 
since. The nature of the country was 
evidently unkuown to the commanding 
officers, for with this small number they 
undertook to storm the Indians strong-. 


Thereafter it was resolved to push for- 


ward the means for attaining peace 
upon a double basis. Three hundred 


additional troops, under Gen. Canby, 
were hurried torward to punish the 
Indians, and a full peace commis- 
sion was organized to pacify them. 
In the meantime the Indians 
made a rally, but were repulsed. Before 
the troops moved again the negotiations 
were opened. Arrangements were 
speedily made for a surrender, in which 
the Indians were to be protected from 
the enraged Oregonians and transported 
to some reservation. A day was ap- 
pointed’ and avreed to tor the surrender 
to tace place. Wagons ‘were sent by 
the Commissioners to convey Captain 
Jack’s baggage over the rough ground;
